F. W. Field, British Trade Commis- 
sioner, who returned to Toronto after 
iwo months in England studying trade 
conditions there, states that there 
is every cause for optimism. Gener- 
ally speaking, he said, the outlook was 
brighter than it was a year ago, and 
theyre was a better feeling among the 
business men of Britain. 

One of the most hopeful features, 
said Mr. Field, was that hundreds of 
representatives of British businesses 
were at present travelling about the 
world ‘seeking markets and investigat- 
ing’ conditions.
